NOTABLE SPEECHES AT A DEN- 
VER BANQUET. 


Holmes of England a de. the 
Relation of a Double Standard 
to English Politics—Whar-

DENVER (Colo.,) Dec. 11.—Two notable 
speeches on bimetallism were delivered at 
the banquet of the Denver Manufacturers’ 
Exchange tonight. David Holmes of Burn- 
ley, England, chairman of the Parlia- 
mentary Committee of the Trades Union 
Congress of the United Kingdom, repre- 
senting 1,250,000 wage-earners, speaking 
to the toast, “Bimetallism and Wage- 
earners,“ said: 

„Thinking men account for the present

Hon. Wharton “Barker of Philadelphia,

The demoralization of 
silver has contracted the world’s money 
almost one-half and appreciated gold to 
the great advantage of the creditor class 
and the damage and ruin of the debtor 
class. The proposed pan of bank currency 
set forth ih President Cleveland’s mes- 
sage should be opposed by every citizen 
who has the welfare of the people at heart. 
Bimetallism must be restored by inde-

His Family. 


David Spragg Knifes Five 
Persons. 


The Assassin Finishes off His Butch- 
ery by Cutting His 
Throat. 


Mrs. Spragg and Her Two Children 
Dead and Two Stepchildren Mor- 
tally Wo0unded—Horrible 
 eenes.

RIDGEWAY, (Mo.,) Dec. 11.—The most 
horrible human buschery ever recorded in 
this section was committed five miles 
southwest of this ity, this afternoon. 
David G. Spragg, im a fit of insanity, 
murdered his wife apd two children, mor- 


tally wounded his two step-children and 
took his own lite. The weapon which the 
maniac wielded with Such appalling re- 
8 was a large butcher-knifte. The near- 

est neighbor of the Spraggs lived almost 
a mile distant, and it was some time be- 
fore the news of the crime spread. In a 
few hours, numbérs of people arrived 
from towh and an investigation of the 
scene was made. The most sickening sight 
met their gaze. 

Lying in ne vel mear the gate was 
the remains of Mrs. Spragg, fnutilated 
almost beyond recognition. In the little 
dwelling, in one corner of the sitting-room, 
lay the lifeless body of little Caley, 6 yéars 
old, and in the other, Albert, 4-year-old 
boy. On the kitchen floor, with biocd 
smeared all over his hands and face and 
still clenching the terrible instrument of 
death, lay the author of the awful crimes.

Eivideticé of a struggle was 
plainly visible in the Spragg home where 
the walls and furniture were spattered 
with blood. The particulars of the butch- 
ery are learned from Dora, the 11-year-old 
stepdaughter of Spraggs, who, eluding her 
stepfather’s * grasp, escaped to 
a neighbor's and fhe alarm. 

Spragg had deen complaining all morn- 
ing of his head, and the nearest neighbor, 
Meyers, was gent to Ridgeway for a doc- 
tor. Soon after Meyers left, Spragg tied 
Caley’s hands behind him and deliberately 
cut hia throat. Mrs. Spragg rushed into 
the room and attempted to interfere, when 


‘yard, around the house and then into it 
again, closely followed by Spragg.. In the 
house he caught her and a desperate 
struggle ensued. He literally hacked her 
head and face to pieces, and then, cutting 
her head almost from the body, dragged 
her by the hair into the yard. Covered 
with gore, the human monster now re- 
turned to the house to continue his work. 
Dora, who was sick in bed, had meantime 
climbed out of a window and escaped. 
When the people first began to arrive 
they were kept from entering by Spragg, 
who stood in the door with a loaded shot- 
gun. Finally he locked the door, and it 
was then that he butchered his step- 
children. Just as the crowd was prepar- 
ing to break into the house two shots were 
heard, and when the door was finally 
forced open Spragg was dead and the 
scene as described was presented to view. 
The two stepchildren cannot recover.

SHOT AN HEIRESS. 


TRIAL OF DR. COURTENAY AT 
ST. LOUIS. 


Although a 1 Man He Became 
Infatuated with Brewer Schil- 
's Daughter and Re- 
sented Coldness.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 11.—The sensational 
case in which Dr. Edward St. George 


‘Courtenay is charge with having assaulted 


and attempted to kill Miss Minnie Schilling, 
daughter of the late brewer Schilling, has 
been taken up in the Criminal Court. 
Courtenay was arraigned yesterday and 
entered a plea of not guilty. 

The shooting octurred on March 20, 
1894, and created a sensation in Compton 
Hill society circles, where Miss Schilling 
who is only 19 years old and believed to 
be worth $20,000 in her own right, was 
both prominent and popular. She had 
known Dr. Courtenay for a long time, and 
he had become infatuated with either her 
money or her beauty. Courtenay, how- 
ever, was married and trouble with his 
wife followed as a natural consequence. 
Miss Schiling, in order to evade the man's 
unwelcome attentions, went to live with 


avenue. 

On the day of the shooting Courtenay 
called at Mrs. Lewig’s house and per- 
suaded Miss Schilling to see him. Almost 
as soon as she appeared he drew a re- 
volver and fired three shots, only one of 
which took effect. The wound was not 
serious, but Miss Schilling sank to the 
floor in a faint. and Courtenay, appar- 
ently under the impression that he had 
killed her, turned the weapon on himself. 
He almost succeeded in killing himself, 
but recovered, after spending several 
weeks in the hospital. 

Since his removal to the jail, it is 
thought that Courtenay has béen feigning 
insanity. He has given conflicting expla- 
nations of his conduct and has told num- 
erous stories which do not appear to have 
any foundation in fact. Courtenay and 
his wife have become reconciled and she 
was in court yesterday when the case was 
called, Miss Schilling was also there and 
attracted a good deal of attention.

ROBBERY OF THE ROCK ISLAND 
EXPRESS. 

The Messenger Put to Flight by the 
Bandits—Pullman Conductor

Pullman Con- 
ductor Brown jumped off the sleeper to 
see what was happening, and was fired 
upon. One of the bullets entered through 
his coat, just over his heart, and was 
wedged in a bundle of Ictters. 

The robbers then went through the 
coaches,. taking everything valuable which 
the passengers possessed. About $800 and 
ten or fifteen watchés were secured. 
After the bandits had done their work 
they fired several volleys and disappeared 
into the oods.

The 
Cooper substitute, which placed the entire 
control of the conditions of the pooling in 
the hands of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and gave absolute power in 
the matter of revoking pooling orders, 
was defeated, as were all subsequent ef- 
forts to amend and recommit it, and the 
bill passed as reported from the commit- 
tee.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—SENATE.— 
In the Senate today Senator Dolph re- 
ported a memorial from the citizens of 
Phoenix, Ariz., in the matter of Jndian 
depredation claims. Senator Berry of Ar- 
kanasas made a few remarks, urging the 
passing of the bill introduced by him last 
week to establish the Territory of Inai- 
anola out of Indian Territory. 

Senator Morrill (Rep.) of Vermont then 
addressed the Senate on Some Marvelous 
Bills and Quack Panaceas for Real and 
Imaginary Grievances.’’ The bills con- 
cerning which the Senator spoke were 
those introduced by Senator Peffer, pro- 
viding for the issue of great sums of green- 
backs for.various purposes. There were 
nine of them whieh the Committee oa 
Finance reported adversely, recommonding 
indefinite postponement. 

Senator Call gave notice that tomorrow 
he would ask the Senate to appoint a 
committee to investigate the operations 
of the Honduras Lottery Company of Flor- 
Ida. 
The hour of 2 o'clock having arrived the 
Senate proceeded to the consideration of 
the Nicaragua Canal Bill and Senator 
Dolph of Oregon addressed the Senate in 
favor of the bill. Mr. Dolph said tbat 
the «people of the Pacific Coast were a 
unit in favor of the bill and discussed the 
advantages which the canal would bring 
to the whole country. The canal, if owned 
and controlled by the United States, would 
be of great service in time of war. In 
the event Lake Nicaragua could be so 
utilized by the navy it would soon reim- 
burse the United States for any cutlay 
made by this country. The main difficulty 
to be encountered would be the question 
as to the amount of money to be paid the 
old company for the work done end the 
concessions possessed by it. He devoted 
some time to the consideration of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty and declared that 
instrument presented no obstacle to the 
construction of the canal by the United 
States and to the control of it. Mr. Dolph 
said that the United States had adopted 
a policy, had declared a principle, whicb 
is approved by her people and well un- 
derstood by the warld, which is just, right 
and in the interest of the people of this 
hemisphere and will be maintained at all 
hazards. 

In a brief speech Senator Sherman 
pointed out that the only provision of 
the Nicaragua bill that he was not entirely 
satisfied with was the amount to be paid 
to the Maritime Company, which, he 
thought, was entitled only to the amount 
of money expended in the enterprise thus 
far. He wanted the bill stripped of all 
doubtful provisions in this respect and to 
have refunded to the company all expendi- 
tures made by it. Having paid that, the 
government could proceed to work con- 
structing without interference by the com- 
pany. 

The presiding officer laid before the 
Senate a letter from the President trans- 
mitting the correspondence relating to 
the Armenian massacre, also some. ccrre- 
spondence regarding the Mora claim. 

The Senate then went into executive 
session and, at 4:15 p.m., adjourned.

The Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency Give a Hearing on the 
Financial Question—Va- 
rious Provisions.

before the House Banking and Currency 
Committee on the question of re-organiza- 
tion of the currency laws was resumed 
today. Among those present were: Horace 
White of the New York Evening Post, G. 


Homer of imore, chairman of the Com- 
mittee National Bankers to formulate 
the so-¢alled Baltimore plan, and R. B. 


Hepburn of New York, ex-Compfroller 
of Currency. These gentlemen represent 
the currency ideas embodied in the Balti- 
more plan. It was expected that Secretary 
Carlisle would present his currency .bill 
and continue his statement, but, as he was 
late, White opened the hearing. 

In answer to questions he stated that 
he had drafted a bill on the lines of the 
Baltimore plan and it was arranged that 
this be placed before the -committee. 
White’s statement was read from manu- 
script and was a carefully-prepared re- 
view of the banking question. 

Homer stated that the committee of na- 
tional bankers had not yet formulated a 
bill. 


Mr. Johnson of Ohio asked White’ s opin+ 


ion of Secretary Carlisle’s currency plan. 
White answered that he did not think the 
Secretary’s plan would give the elastig 
currency that it sought to secure. It com- 
pelled the banks to put up 30 cents every 
time they issued 75 cents. 

Mr. Walker of Massachusetts asked if 
the bill presented by Mr. White would se- 
cure a safe and uniform currency. 

“It will have that tendency,”’ said White. 

“That fs not it.“ said Mr. Walker, “we 
do not want to provide a tendency toward 
a safe currency, but the actual safety.”

COUNTERFEITERS. 


A Dangerous’ Gang Unearthed by 
Deputy Marshals. 


Associated Prees Leased-wire Service. 
GUTHRIB (Okla,,) Dec. 11.—A squad 
deputy United States marshals have just 
unearthed a powerful and dangerous gang 
of counterfeiters who have been acting in 
conjunction With confederates in several 
States. A chanée word uttered by an u- 
toxicated member of the gang led to a raid 
and the subsequent lodging in the United 
States Jail of Guy Harper, L. Crawford, 
Joseph Tillery, Jesse Lockett and Sam 
Lockett, leaders of the gang. After shad- 
owing these men three months, the out- 
laws were nabbed and compelled to lead 
the officers to ah underground cavern a 
few miles east of Perkins, used by the 

counterfeiters as a mint and rendezvous. 

After locating the cave, the officers or- 
ganized and armed themselves and, at 2 
o'clock yesterday morning, descended into 
the cavern. They burst in a door and cov- 
ered twenty-five men with Winchesters. 
The cotihterfeiters were taken by strprise 
and failed to show fight and scattered 
through hidden exits. Every man escaped, 
but it afterwards developed that the pris- 
oners were the leaders of the gang and 
the others were only cappers.“ The 
officers gathered in three buckets full of 
counterfeit dollars, perfectly made, and 
two tubs full ot dimes, quarters and 
nickels, besides a costly assortment or 
molds and other paraphernalia. 

The men Have been operating in the 
cave nearly eight months and much of the 
spurious coin Was boxed and expressed to 
agents in Western States. All the pris- 
oners seemed to be educated and are well- 
dressed. Tillery was at one time an em- 
ployee in the mint at Philadelphia.

A SERIOUS ACCIDENT AT CHI-

Both the West Madison-street and Mil- 
waukee- avenue cable lines run through the 
tunnel. and at the time the accident oc- 
curred, 6:30 o’cléck, all the west-bound 
cars were jammed to suffocation with peo- 
ple returning from business on the south 
side of the river. A Madison-street cable 
train, consisting of a grip car and two 
trailers, were two-thirds of the way down 
the incline toward the bottom of the tun- 
nel, when a cable traim on the Milwaukee- 
avenue line, also consisting of three cars, 
entered the tunnel. Almost immediately 
after starting down the slope, Gripman 
Moran, of the Milwaukee-avenue line, lost 
his hold on the cable and the car shot for- 
ward down the steep inéline. 

Moran rang his alarm dell and he and 
the conductor set all the brakes on the 
train, but were unable to hold it and, 
just as the bottom of the (tunnel was 
reached, the runaway ears struck the 
Madison-street train, with awful force, 
smashing its rear car into splinters and de- 
molishing the Milwaukee- avenue grip car. 
Both cars were piled up in a heap, from 
which such passengers as were capable 
of moving crawled out, battered and bleed- 


ng. 

Each of the two wrecked cars held about 
seventy-five passengers and that a num- 
ber of them were not instantly killed is 
a wonder. To add to the horror of the ac- 
cident. one of the wrecked cars caught 
fire and began to blaze furiously. All the 
people injured on both cars had been re- 
moved before the fire became dangerous, 
however. A number of people were pin- 
loned in the wreck and others were held 
fast between the wreckage and the walls 
of the tunnel. All of them were quic 
removed and the fire extinguished by 
an engine company. © cause of the 
accident was the breaking of the grip of 
the Milwaukee-avenue ear.

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—H. B. MacFariand is

When MacPiarland returned to the Central 
station the second time he consented, with 
some show of reluctance, to tell the story 
of his first meeting with Seely eight days 
ago on Deafborn street between Madison 
and Washington streets, He said: 

“He spoke to me as a man does who 
is unacquainted, and asked how to reach 
the Roby racetrack. I had nothing to do, 
and offered to show him the way to the 
depot. I walked as far as Adams street 
with him and told him to take the street 
car to the Union Depot. Then he invited 
me to go with him and I accepted the in- 
vitation. When we started for the track 
he told me that his name was C. G. 
Evans. We went to the races and he lost 
$98, if I remember correctly. He seemed 
to have plenty of money, and when we 
started back to the city he invited me to 
accompany him to the racetrack the next 
day. That day he lost $60, and after the 
races, be showed me a card, which, he 
said, bore his right name, Frank J. » 

“This arouged my suspicions, and I went 


to the police station to get a look at Seely’s 


photograph on the circular offering $5000 
for his arrest. I had seen the circular be- 
fore, and when I got a nd look I was 
sure that my new acquaintance was Seely. 
We went to the track the third day and 
Seely won some money, but he lost again 
the fourth day. We met each other every 
day at the Lincoln Hotel, on the North 
Side, and last Friday while we were talk- 
ing, Seely took his pencil and wrote his 
real name on a card. Did you ever hear 
of that man?’ he asked me. I told bim 
that I had read in thé hewspapers of a 
man by that name who had skipped from 
New York with a pile of money. } 

„Well, I'm that man,’ he said, and 

m up.“! 

MacFarland said that Seely was pressed 
for money last Thursday and had to pawn 
his watch and chain. The next day he re- 
ceived $100 by mail, which he said had 
been sent by his wife, who had received 
it from his attorney. .Seely, after confess- 
ing his identity to MacFarland, talked 
freely about hie connection with the Shoe 
and Leather Bank. He said that be had 


been a dupe for Baker, and that he had 


but N, 000 in the nine years dur- 
which the bank had suffered losses. 
Saker, said, got all the rest of the 
money. acFarland says that he will at- 
vide the $5000 reward with the two de- 
tectives. MacFarland was employed until 
the strike as an assistant special agent for 
the Chicago and Alton Railway Company. 
Since then.he has been out of work. 
Seely’s remarkable coolness and persist- 
ency in denying his identity has com- 
pletely baffied the detectives, an 
had nod to await the New York 
officers before makipg turther efforts, when 
about noon the prisoner told his guard that 
he wished to see the man in charge of the 
detective force.

The Turks’ Story 
Outbreak.

Captives Said to Have Been Tortured 
and Assassinated—The

‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The Turkish 
legation has received the following official 
communication: The Armenian agitators,. 
who made their appéarance in the steep 
mountains of Talouri, situated between 
Sassoum, in the southwest of Moush ( 
layet of Bitlis) and district of Calb of 
Mutessariat of Guendji,. combined their 
forces at the inetigation of a certain Ham- 
partzoum, who, under the assumed name 
of Mourat, was already giving trouble in 
those regions. This Hampartzoum, after 
having for eight years studied medicine in 
the civil medical school and participated 
in the disorders of Coup Capou, fled to 
Atheres and thence to Geneva. He .after- 
ward went disguised, and, under an as 
sumed name, by way of Alexandret, from 
Darkbro to the neighbortiood of Bitlis, and 
began seditious agitation together -wit® 


He has given positive assurances to the: 
credulous people that he was a foretztr 
agent, backed by all the European. powers 
in his plans to upset the Turkish authori- 
ties: He succeeded thus in getting assist- 
ance to his criminal ends by the Armenians 
of the villages of Sineer, Simal, Gulli-Gu- 
tet, Ahi, Hedenk, Sinank, Chekind, Bif- 
fard Moussone, Etek, Arkdjerk, as well as. 
those of the small borough of Talousi. 
comprising four districts. The rebels, to- 
gether with other rebels, assembled ät 
Endouk-Dagh, organized. then separately,

‘PORTLAND (Or.,) Dec. 11.—Last night 
the steamship Oregon from San Francisco 
arrived safely in port, after the narrowest 
escape from shipwreck that vessel has ever 
experienced during her long career on the 
Pacific’ Coast. Thursday morning she left 
San Francisco with only about one hun- 
dred and fifty tons aboard all told, and 
was drawing only nine feet forward and 
sixteen feet aft. As the vessel is in the 
freight service, no passengers were car- 
ried. 

In coming up the coast Capt. Pohiman 
kept far out to sea. 80 as io take no 
risks. No very rough weather was en- 
@untered until the lightship was sighted 

the mouth of the Columbia, at 10 o'clock 

Saturday night. The Oregon then be- 
to beat off, Capt. Pohlman intending 
to cross the. bar early Sunday morning. 
But. at 11 o’clock, the barometer began 
to fall. Soon after a tremendous south- 
west gale set in. Capt. Pohlman stood 
out to sea, but the gale was so vy that 
could make but little headway. The 
gale kept increasing in violence until about 
2 o'clock Sunday morning, when it was al- 
most a hurricane. The Oregon could nof 
face it, and began drifting toward the 
shore. So light was the ship forward that 
she could not be made to face the storm, 
but would constantly play off. 

The vessel was so light that the pipes 
which supply the condenser with water 
did not work well and the engines cculd 


not be worked effectively. The steamer 
kept slowly drifting towar shore, despite 
every effort that could made, until 


the lighthouse station at Cape Mears, 
above Tillamook, was not — ag 
miles away. 

All day Sunday the Oregon made a des- 
perate fight against the fury of. the storm, 
but she continued to approach the line, of 
breakers. This struggle continued until 
5:30 o'clock Sunday evening, and just 
when all on bogrd had about abandoned 
hope, suddenly the wind shifted one point 
in favor of the vessel. After a bard battle 
the steamer passed danger and stood far 
out to sea, but was not able to cross the 
bar until yesterday morning. Capt. Pohl- 
man and all the crew say that it was a 
miraculous escape. The captain today was

FEARFUL EXPERIENCE OF THE 
FEARLESS. 

ASTORIA (Or.,) Dee. 11.—The Spr . 
tug Fearless of Francisco is 2 
having brought e Norwegian ship 
Breidabiik through one of the worst 
storms that ever raged on the Pacific 
Coast. The Fearless came into port with 
her decks sprung and leaking badly. Her 
compass-cover was blown away the 
terrific force of the wind and everything 
movable on deck was washed overboard. 

Sunday afternoon the vessels were run- 
ning before the wind, when a heavy sea 
came over the tug’s stern, ‘burying’ ber 
so that only the -pilot-house was out of 
water.

The Breidabiik was nowhere in sight 
at this time, having parted company wi 
her for the second time the night previous.

The ship 
was picked up early Monday morning off 
the mouth of the river and was towed in 
by the Fearless. The big vessel was list- 
ing badly to the starboard and reveral 
times Capt. Arnesen gave up all hope of 
saving hie ship. The tug lost 150 fathoms 
of bawser, new, and a second one is so 
badly shafed that it will be a total loss. 
They cost about $800 each. 
Capt. Haskell will remain in port until 
the weather moderates.

A NEW FUEL. 


Discovery of a Bogton Man of Benefi 
to California.

SAN FRANCISOO, Dec. 11.—Richard H. 
Coe of Boston, who is here, has discov- 
ered a plan for manufacturing fuel out of 
a combination of asphaltum and peat. In 
Mexico fuel is very expensive and success- 
ful experiments of Coe’s fuel having been 
made before Prosident Diaz and other dig- 
nitaries, several Mexican corporations 
have signed contracts to take large quan- 
tities of the new fuel for a term of years.

SUEZ PIRATES. 


STEAMSHIP YARROWDALE TORN 
TO PIECES 


A Fine Vessel Falls into the Hands 
of a Motley Horde—Some of the 
Culprits are Captured by — 
the British. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 


the following from Suez: . 

“Piracy in our times is so rare an oc- 
currence that we can scarcely credit the 
fact that a large steam vessel has been 
boarded and plundered in the Gulf of 
Suez in the very track of passing steamers. 
Such is the case, however, and the owners 
and insurers of the steamship Yarrowdale 
have to deplore the loss of a fine vessel, 
which was launched a year ago., 

“On the 8th of October, the steamship 
Yarrowdale, a large steam vessel of 1100 
tons register of Glascow, came through 
+he Suez Canal with a cargo of coal bound 
for Batavia. Two days later vessels ar- 
riving at Suez from the Dead Sea reported 
the Yarrowdale ashore at Abu Naha’s reef, 
near the Shadwan lighthouse. The agents 
in Suez were communicated with and 
dispatched the necessary assistance, con- 
sisting of the steamer Hodeidah, two sal- 
vage pumps, a diver and his assistants and 
about one hundred Arab coolies. le 
steam was being raised the natives in 
their boats saw their prey was likely to 
escape. A rush was made for the unfor- 
tunate vessel, and a motley horde of some 
three hundred men, armed with knives, 
swords and hatchets, poured on board. 
To resist was worse than useless, as 
there were no weapons on board. Every- 
one was driven from his post and the 
work of destruction commenced. 
“Ropes, brasses, woodwork were torn 
away and provisions stolen. In fact, a 
regular scene of pillage was enacted. Some 
of the pirates set to work to cut the pipes 
that conveyed the steam to the winches, 
and two of their number 
to death by the escape of the steam. An- 
other, getting his hand entangled in some 
ropes, had it actually wrenched off while 
one or two more were stabbed by their 
‘companions. The news that the Yarrow- 
dale had been pillaged spread quickly. In- 
formation was given to the local author- 
ities es well as to Her Britannic Majes- 
ty’s Consul, but it was fully three days 
before any move was made. 

“The coast-guard cruiser was sent down 
in search of the plunderers, but was with- 
out orders to seize them or their boats. 
She returned a few days later with some 
of the plunder taken from them and was 
sent down with more definite orders. Some 
of the pirate boats were seized and brought 
to Suez, where the captains are to be 
tried.“
